RATES DECLARED VICIOUS 


yystifying Schedules Held Up by 
the Iowan as Mere Attempts 
| to Befuddle the People 
Who Pay Taxes,

Washington, D. C., May 4.—[Special.]— 
Nothing has deranged the serene subcon- 
pclousness of the United States senate in a 
Jong time so completely as the speech which 
Senator Dolliver of Iowa delivered today. In 
it he voiced the western demands for lower 
rates, took the hide off of Senator Aldrich, 
the New England apostle of high protection, 
and incidentally exposed not one but halfa 
gosen jokers which are in the present law 
and which it had been intended to reénact 
into the new law. 

The Iowa senator had been provoked by 
taunts made by Senator Aldrich that Mr. 
Dolliver had departed from the conservative 
gourse pursued by the late Senator Allison, 
The result was one of the most extraordinary 
speeches heard in the senate for many. long 
day. 

It was full of biting sarcasm, which, of 
course, is a cheap commodity, but it was forti- 
fied by facts and figures which unquestion- 
ably will have a great effect in the determina- 
tion of the tariff bill as it is to be finally 


passed. 


Called Greatest Speech of Debate. 

Senator Dolliver’s effort is recognized gen- 
erally as much the strongest speech deliv- 
ered during the present debate and it seems to 
have more influence because it comes from 
an avowed protectionist who sat with Gov. 
Dingley in the ways and means committee 
when the present tariff law was framed, and 
whose acquaintance with the technicalities of 
the subject is not surpassed by that of any 
other man, not excepting even the great 
Senator Aldrich himself. 

It was a blunder on the part of Mr. Aldrich 
to attack Dolliver, because the Iowa senator 
in past years had voted for the same sched- 
ules which are now under consideration. The 
only result of such bad tactics was to provoke 
Mr. Dolliver, and he retorted in a crushing 
way, having had access to letters and cor- 
réspondence of Gov. Dingley which showed 
conclusively that the Maine statesman was 
pot in sympathy with the effort made by Mr, 
Aldrich in 1897 to increase the rates on cotton 
and wool manséas... 22s... 

Mr. Dolliver reviewed in scathing terme the 
history of the principal schedules in the pres- 
ent law, showing they were framed in the 
first place by the manufacturers themselves, 
and that they had been expanded in their 
atrocity ever since. Not only did Mr. Dolliver 
expose the little joker which had been worked 
en the sheep growers themselves at the in- 
stance of a New England manufacturer but 
he went on to detail some of the inconsis- 
tencies and incongruities and injustices of 
the present tariff law in a way which created 
& positive sensation in the senate. 


To Reveal Cotton Joker. 

Mr. Dolliver is not through. He proposes 
to go ahead tomorrow and dissect the cotton 
schedule, giving the result of his discovery 
of an effort made in the present congress, 
first in the ways and means committee and 
then in the finance committee, to introduce 
another joker which practically would have 
prohibited the importation of all cotton cloths 
where they are not already under the ban. 

In making his attack on the woolen and 
cotton schedules reported by Mr. Aldrich Sen- 
ator Dolliver was particular to put himself 
on record as a consistent protectionist, who, 
however, represents the idea which is general 
in the Mississippi valley, that the rates on 
clothing and similar manufactured articles 
ought to be reduced In the interest of the con- 
sumer. For this reason Senator Dolliver ex- 
pressed the western idea clearly, as follows: 

“The protective tariff system has nothing 
to fear from the fireside of the lowa home- 
stead. On the other hand, it finds there its 
Most distinguished advocates and its most 
Impartial judges. For half a century our 
people have defended it with their votes on 
every election day, with no direct concern of 
any large significance in any of its schedules, 
and no purpose to serve except the genera! 
prosperity of the American people. 


Defect in Party Leadership. 

“What I have said of Iowa is true in an 
important sense of the upper Mississippi val- 
ley, and I cannot help thinking that there is 
& radical defect in that party leadership 
which dismisses the voice of that great com- 
munity, fearlessly expressed in both houses 
of congress, with a cynical sneer about the 
weakness of public men who are governed 
by temporary political exigencies. For it 
ought not to be forgotten that what we are 
doing here must be submitted to the American 
people—a jury of unnumbered millions, al- 
ready impaneled, with this case under con- 
sideration.” 

With his record as a protectionist who had 
helped frame the Dingley bill, Senator Dolli- 
ver went after Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
who has taken the position that any one who 
attacks the schedules he proposes is a free 
trader and a traitor to his party. On this 
branch of the subject Senator Dolliver evoked 
Sympathetic grins from both Republicans 
and Democrats, who had for a long time 
groaned under the burdensome leadership of 


the Rhode Island senator, when he said: 


“There are some who regard it as inap- 
propriate for any one here to be in doubt as 
to the wisdom of the proposals brought ip 
for our approva) by the honorable chairman 
of the committee on finance. Respect for 
reat public service and a hearty recognition 
of talent, sharpened by a long experience, 
surely would have forbidden me to make the 
plea I am about to make if I were not able 
to convince the senate that even @ humble 
pinion can be intruded into these matters 
Without discrediting the wisdom of any 
American statesman, living or dead.

PROTECTION OF WATER SUPPLIES. 

The protection of public water supplies is 
one of the most important functions of any 
authority which is charged with the duty of 
safeguarding the public health. In most 
states there are laws already on the statute 
books which prohibit pollution of streams 
and bodies of water used for community 
water supplies. But in most of these states 
these laws are dead letters for lack of en- 
forcement, the trouble being that after 
passing the laws the lawmaking bodies 
failed to appropriate-any money for the pur- 
pose of carrying them into effect. 

That this is true is evidenced by the ty- 
phoid death rate in towns and communities 
where this king of Alth diseases should long | 
ago have reached the vanishing point.

These two bills, the consolidation bill on 
second reading in both houses and the suf- 
frage bill, which will be on second reading dur- 
ing the senate session in the morning, repre- 
sent all of the results which have been oo- 
tained thus far and the outcome of Chicago's 
third attempt to get a new charter may be 
made plain by tomorrow's action. 

Downstate Republicans and Democrats 
from Chicago districts, as well as the down- 
state districts, are opposing the consolidation 
bill, their ppposition being manifest this even- 
ing, when Chairman Kittleman of the house 
charter committee endeavored to advance the 
matter to third reading. 

He was halted by objections and was forced 
to agree to postpone consideration, doing so 
with the understanding that the bill would oe 
made a special order and yey up in the 
morning. 

In the house, the opposition runs mainly 
against the increased bonding power which 


the mayors’ bond and revenue bills passed by 
the house and now in committee in the senate. 


Want State Power in Parks. 

In the senate the principal objection which 
has come to the surface relates to the con- 
solidation of the parks and the transfer of 
their control, from the governor, in the case 
of the north and west parks, and from the 
judges in the case of the south parks, to the 
mayor. 

As an amendment it Is proposed that there 
shall be created a consolidated park district 
which shal! include the outer belt park pro- 
ject within its jurisdiction and that the 
park commissioners for both the city and 
the outer parks shall be appointed by the 
governor. This would make one park district 
| not only for the city but for the forest pre- 
serve work and for the establishment of a 
metropolitan. park district. 

It is argued that the outer park proposition, 
if it should succeed in passing the legisla- 
ture again as it did once before and this time 
should be legally adopted by the people, 
would create an additional taxing body and 
that the city, having rid itself of three sepa- 
rate park taxing bodies, would have one park 
taxing body remaining. 


One Park Taxing Body Sought. 

By amending the consolidation bill by 
eliminating the parks and by consolidating 
“their management with that of the proposed 
metropolitan park district, according to the 
supporters of this plan, one park taxing body 
would be created. 

The power of appointment would be given 
to the governor, it being impossible for the 
mayor to appoint commissioners where juris- 
diction extended outside of the city limits. 

These are thearguments with which some of 
the legislators, presumably backed by the gov- 
ernor, are preparing to alter the original 
scheme of the consolidation as contained in 
the bill drafted by the charter convention. 
By making such an amendment considerable 
Republican opposition to the consolidation 
bill would be removed, but considerable 
Democratic opposition would be added to 
that which already is manifest. One argu- 
ment in favor of the bill with the Democrats 
is that, with the parks placed under the city 
administration, they, by electing a mayor in 
Chicago, can increase their patronage. The 
game argument accounts for some of the 
Republican opposition to the bill in its pres- 
ent form. 


Murray Fights Bonding Increase. 

Representative Murray has prepared the 
amendment which will be introduced in the 
house in an effort to curtail the power of the 
city to issue bonds. The present provisions 
permit the issuance up to 4 per cent of the 
full value instead of 5 per cent of the assessed 
value, allowing additional issues of over $30, - 
000,000. 

It ie the Democratic intention to reduce the 
percentage of the full value to which bonds 
may be issued and to require a referendum 
vote on refunding issues as well as on other 
issues. 

The mayors’ bond bills, which were passed 
by the house last week, are hovering in an 
uncertain state in Senator Gardner's commit- 
tee on revenue, being halted there for some 
reason not yet explained. Mr. Gardner, being 
one of Mayor Busse's personal friends, will 
report the bills out the moment it is desired 
that they come out, but he says that no one 
has asked him to call a meeting of his com- 
mittee for the purpose of considering the bills 
and that he does not know when a meeting 
will be held. The men backing the bdills have 
taken cognizance of the present shape and 
are waiting for other developments before 
trying to get them through the senate.

HIT BY AN AUTO AT CAR STEP 


George Osterfelt Is Struck Down 
by a Speeding Taxicab. 


HIS HAND ON GUARD RAIL. 


Aged Man Snatches Grandchild from 
Death Under Wheels, 


Another accident caused by an automobile 
dashing recklessly past a street car inflicted 
injuries late yesterday afternoon that may 
cost the victim's life. George E. Osterfelt, 
who lives at 50 Thirty-third place, was the 
man who was struck. He was knocked down 
by a taxicab as he was about to take a Cot- 
tage Grove car at Thirty-third place, a few 
doors from his home, the wheels of the ve- 
hicle passing over his back. 

The car ‘or which Osterfelt had been wait- 
ing on the curb and which was city bound 
had come to a stop and he was just about to 
step aboard, having already clutched the 
guard, when the taxicab, approaching from 
the south, struck him, threw him a dozen 
feet, and then passed over him. 

Policemen Scannell and McClellan, who 
witnessed the accident, are authority for the 
statement that the taxicab was traveling ata 
high rate of speed. They are backed in this 
statement by the crew of the car and several 
civilian witnesses, 


Ordinance Is Asked. 

The accident follows close on the heels 
of two verdicts by coroner’s juries in similar 
cases thet resulted fatally, the juries mak- 
ing recommendatione looking to the preven- 
tion of just such accidents. These recom- 
mendations, as presented to the council Mon- 
day night in a letter from Coroner Hoffman, 
urge that an ordinance be enacted regulating 
the speed of automobiles while passing street 
cars. 

In the same cab that struck him Osterfelt 
was removed to his home, where Dr. R. W. 
Carter, 2204 State street, attended him. The 
physician said he would not be able to fore- 
tell the outcome of the injuries until some 
time had elapsed. 

Osterfelt is the manager of a conceasion 
at a south side amusement park. He is mar. 
ried and is 83 years old. 

The driver of the taxicab, Stanley McGin- 
nis of 501 Dearborn avenue, an employé of 
the Auto-Taxi-Cab company. was arrested 
on a charge of disorderly conduct, but later 
on was released on bonds provided by Joseph 
Seinberg of 2641 Cottage Grove avenue. 


Saves His Grandchild. 

The sight of his granddaughter in danger 
of losing her life for a moment brought back 
to Charles Koch, 70 years old, the strength 
and agility of his youth and enabled him to 
save her from death In the afternoon under 
the trucks of @ south bound Cottage Grove 
car at Forty-fifth street.

For a World Federation. 
Hamilton Holt, editor of the Independent, 
speaking at Music hall in the evening, drew 
a striking parallel between the situation of 
the American colonies immediately follow- 
ing the revolution and the condition of ‘the 
world today. He declared that not only was 
the federation of the nations into a united 
nations of the world as practical as the fed- 
eration of the states into the United States 
of America, but that the “ United Nations ” 
already are in existence. 

“The Hague court is the germ of the Su- 
preme court of the world.” he said, “ and the 
recurring Hague conferences form the nu- 
cleus for the international parliament. As 
we perfect these it will be possible to add an 
international executive that will complete 
the Americanization of the “world and the 
realization of Tennyson’s dream of ‘the 
parliament: of man, the federation of the 
world.’ ” 

An informal college reunion was held at 
this session when Mr. Holt found that Presi- 
dent 8S. P. Brooks;of Baylor university, the 
other speaker on the evening’s program, had 
been a classmate of his at Yale. 


Burden of War on Women. 

At the women’s session held in the rooms 
of the Chicago Woman’s club addresses were 
made by Mrs. Charles Henrotin, Miss Mary 
McDowell. Mrs. Orville T. Bright. and others. 

“Tt is not the rejected sons of humanity 
whom war demands,” said Mrs. Henrotin, 
“but the mother’s strongest sons. It is the 
able husband, the strong lover, the protecting 
brother. Few references have been made in 
the peace congress to the part woman plays 
in war, but surely on her the burden falls. 
War has affected the industrial stand of 
women, because it throws so many of them 
on their own resources. Now, it is coming to 
affect the birthrate, too, for intelligent wom- 
en refuse to bear sons for the cannon’s 
mouth. I believe that through women, as 
they become more recognized in public af- 
fairs, the universal peace will be accom- 
plished, but not until her emancipation 
comes.” 

Miss McDowell told of the young Lithua- 
nian girla who come here because the young 
Lithuanian men have come to avoid service 
in their own lands.The country is left almost 
depopulated of sons, and the girls follow 
the men, for they must have husbands. Then, 
others come, whose lovers did not escape the 
demands of thejr country, but died in service, 
and left their Sweethearts without support. 
On all of these fa]! the burdens of war, and, in 
the opinion of Miss McDowell, the work 
should be directed of teaching what a uni- 
versal peace would be, and how these women 
might help accomplish it. 


Would Teach Children Peace. 
The educational phase of the subject was 
the one most emphasized at this meeting. 
Mrs. Bright welcomed the effort in the hame 
of motherhood. 

“ The work of mothers," she said, “is to 
surround all childhood with wide influences 
in the impressionable years in order to make 
good citizens of them. The influence for 
peace is one of the wisest influences of all. 
and the mothers of the Mothers’ Congress, of 
which I am president, will wish to aid thus.” 
' Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead of Boston spoke 
particularly of the educational side of the 
work and how to undertake it. 

“Don’t,” she said, ‘teach that patriotism 
is particularly dependent on swords and war- 
ring. There is a picture called ‘ Patriotism ’ 
which represents an old man teaching a 
young boy how to handle a gun. It is wrong 
to instill thig idea into the minds of the youth. 
Teach them that the highest kind of pa- 
triotism is the one which has to do with pro- 
mulgating peace and the national benefits to 
be derived from a harmonious working to- 
gether of the nations. Teach the youth to 
dissociate the ideas of war and patrietism 
and war will lose in popularity.” 


College Boys and Patriotism. 
The need of educating people to the idea 
for peace is contained in her statement 
that “the college man seems quite as likely 
to be deluded about material defense as is 
the cowboy. His first delusion is thus ex- 
pressed: ‘ As long as policeare necessary in 
cities to protect citizens so long navies wil! 
be needed to protect nations; these are our 
national police.’ 

“But there are two types of organized 
force—the police, which use the minimum 
of force to secure a judicial decision, and 
armies and navies, which use the maximum 
of force and avoid a judicial decision.” 

Miss Jane Addams eaid the meeting in- 
dicated that at last women were learning to 
pull together—an accomplishment which they 
have not heretofore possessed. In early days, 
when they acted as beasts of burden, they 
were always hitched with another animal 
and never with a woman.

New York, May 4.—[Special.}—With punc- 
tillous observance of the code, a duel to the 
death was fought today between two French- 
men in a hamlet known as French Hill, eight 
miles west of Paterson, N. J. 

One of the duelists, Armand Fauchan, died 
tonight tn the Paterson general hospital, 
The other, known in the little community 
as “‘M. David,” and whose last name is be- 
Heved to be Broussard, is a fugitive. He has 
a severe scalp wound. 


Sought Love of Same Woman. 

Both men were in love with Mme. Marie 
Parent, whose smiling face has welcomed 
many automobilists to the inn she keeps. 
For a long time there had been bad blood 
between the rivals, although neither appears 
to have had a reason to believe Mme. Parent 
returned his love. 

For days they have been telling friends 
what they would do to each other, but their 
threats were not taken seriously until this 
morning, when, with their.seconds, they 
stole away to the sheltered valley on the out- 
skirts of the hamlet. 


Little Girl Is a Witness. 

A little girl was the only witness who was 
willing to tell what happened. She saw the 
two men, with two other men whom she did» 
not know, walk silently past her house. 
Prompted by curiosity, she followed and from 
behind a tree saw them walk about twenty 
feet from é&ch other, turn and fire. The 
sound of shots so frightened her, she says, 
that she ran crying to her home. 

Nobody else in the hamlet could be found 
who would admit knowing anything about 
the duel. Inquiries were met with shrugs and 
even the man who carried Fauchan in his 
ouggy to the office of Dr. Warden H. Young 
at Little Falls, five miles distant, sald all he 
knew was that he had found Fauchan lying 
by the road.

Shop Activity and inquiry 
Brings Results.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 4.—[Special.]—Irregu- 
larities and alleged unfair work in the Pitts- 
burg offices of the Western Union Telegraph 
company have caused a sensation here. For 
alleged wire tapping or holding back Chicago 
and New York quotations long enough to 
permit certain bucketshops here to get the 
best of their customers three high salaried 
employés of the loca! office already have been 
relieved from duty and about six others are 
booked for dismissal. The New York office 
is conducting an investigation. 

Suspecting irregularities the Chicago board 
of trade two weeks ago sent detective-opera- 
tors to Pittsburg, where it is alleged they 
found some of the Western Union employés 
working in conjunction with the proprietors 
of the shady bucketshops. 

Other alleged corruption is said to have 
been found in the stock ticker service, and 
the claim is made that a number of these 
instruments have been placed in the offices 
of brokers in Pittsburg, Wheeling, and sev- 
eral other cities that were not reported to 
the company’s home office and for which no 
remuneration ever pasesd to the Western 
Union. 


Inquiry Ordered in New York. 

How long this has been going on cannot 
be ascertained, but reports of irregularities 
reached New York some time ago and an 
investigation was ordered. The inquiry pro- 
céeded quietly in several cities and finally 
was traced to Pittshurg. 

The work is said to have been performed 
in the commercia] news department. It is 
charged that hourly stock Quotations from 
both Chicago and New York were not han- 
dled by honest telegraph employés. It is 
openly hinted that certain bucket shops at 
times received tips on quotations permit- 
ting them to get to the winning side of a 
deal before the quotation was brought out 
publicly. 


CAUGHT BY A. J. WHITE. 

For years the Chicago Board of Trade has 
been waging war on the bucket shops, and 
their secret agents are all over the country 
watching for infringements on their rights to 
the grain quotations. A. J. White, chairman 
of the market report committee of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, was responsible for 
the discovery of irregularities in Pittsburg. 

** We heard hrumors that there were bucket 
shops running in Pittsburg,’’ said Mr. White. 
“We started an investigation and found 
that wire tapping was going on. and that 
certain bucket shops were getting quotations 
which they were not entitled to. All we had 
to do after that was to call the attention of 
the Western Union Telegraph company to 
what was going on, and as soon as the cul- 
prits were discovered they were discharged. 
It happens that they were three of the high- 
est officials of the company in Pittsburg. 

“The Supreme court of the United States 
has declared that the board of ¢rade has 
proprietary rights in the quotations which 
eminate from our floor, and we propose to 
protect the public by seeing that this informa- 


tion is only used in a legitimate manner.”’

Smaller Institutions a Blow 
at Guarantee Scheme, 


Much interest has been created among Chi- 
eago banks and their western correspondents 
by the publication in THE TRIBUNE of the 
estimated losses suffered through the in- 
debtedness of the Walsh banks to the local 
tions. Directors of banks as a whole 
not been altogether informed as to the 
gmount of Walsh collateral held by their 
‘geveral institutions and what the estimated 
josses would be. The result of the publica- 
tion has been to stir up directors to make in- 
quiry as to just how the banks in which they 
‘gre interested bave treated: the indebtedness. 

Country banks doing business with Chicago 
fnstitutions are writing in to learn what the 
actual situation may be. Altogether, there 
‘bas been an arousing which will tend to make 
bank directors, stockholders, and depositors 
familiar with & situation for concealing 
q@hich there should be no motive. 

In the general presentation of the matter 
to the public there have been inaccuracies in 
both the original announcement as to the 
possible losses and the effort to correct these 
fpaccuracies by those interested in minim- 
ising the matter. 


One Bank Charges Off All. 


It turns out to be a fact that substantially 
all of the large banks have charged off 
amounts which are now equal to from 35 to 
68 per cent of the amount standing due them. 
Several have charged off 50 per cent. One 
bank, the Bank of Nova Scotia, has charged 
off the entire indebtedness of something over 
$75,000. One of the largest trust campanies 
has charged off 53 per cent. 
est national banks has its losses charged 
down to © per cent, and another to 60. Both 
institutions intend to cut down the amount to 
60 per cent. 

The president of the First National sug- 
gested in a statement that 25 per cent was 
the amount generally charged off. That may 
be true of his own institution, but it does not 
apply to his neighbors. 

The apportionment of the losses, or the as- 
gessment on the forty odd banks, is generally 
regarded now as being inequitable, for the 
burden on the small institutions wae rela- 
tively heavier than on the large ones. It is 
not claimed there was the slightest intention 
of working any hardship. 


Method Hurriedly Adopted. 


The method of apportioning the assess- 

gnent was necessarily hurriedly adopted. The 
uniform rule was that each bank should as- 
gume a proportion of the indebtedness in 
accordance with the amount of ite capital 
stock. This resulted In an assessment of 
gomething over 30 per cent. The smaller 
banks. generally, have a larger amount of 
capital in proportion to the deposits than the 
big institutions. Inasmuch as the principal 
earning power comes from deposits, it can 
be seen that the smaller banks did not have 
relatively the same earning power to take 
care of their part of the load that the large 
banks did. 
_As to what the net losses will be, no one is 
in a position to figure accurately at this time. 
The indebtednesss to the banks now stands 
at substantially $10.240.000. In charging this. 
down 50 per cent the banks prominently iden- 
tified with the clearing house indicate their 
fadgment as to what they think the final re- 
turns will be,.though conservative institu- 
tions may charge off something more than 
they expect to lose. But as the losses are, 
how estimated they figure something be- 
tween $4,000,000 and $5,000,000 based on the 
judgment of the banks themselves. 


Small Institutions Burdened. 

The smaller institutions, for the reasons 
mentioned, have not charged off ag liberally 
as the larger ones. They”could hardly afford 
te do so in justice to the prudence and con- 
gervatism with which they are managed. 
Through no fault of their own they have 
had an undue burden placed upon them. 

The action of all the banks in paying off 
the deposits of the Walsh institutions, which 
at the time they were closed amourted to 
over $11,000,000, affords a forcible illustra- 
tion of the effect of guaranteeing bank de- 
posits. In no city in the country do the banks 
is a whole stand as high as those of Chi- 
cago. Although New York has been in the 
habit of issuing clearing house certificates 
in times of stress, Chicago banks did not do 
$0 until 1907, when the relations between 
Chicago and New York institutions had 
grown so intimate and obligations so close 
that Chicago was forced to follow New York. 

But, with all their good earning power 
and splendid reputation, the $11,000,000 de- 
posits of Walsh banks have caused a 
large amount of trouble. And this guaran- 
teeing of deposits is in this instance peculiar- 
ly favorable as such in that the closing of 
the Walsh banks involved no other institu- 
tions. 

Argument Against Guarantee. 

The matter was purely local to the three 
imstitutions under one control. And if the 
forty banks of Chicago, with capital and 
Surplus of roundly $113,500,000 and with de- 
posits of $785,000.000, find themselves facing 
considerable losses in liquidating $11,000,000 
or $12,000,000 deposits, a universal guarantee 
system would involve much more difficulty. 

Whatever losses may be suffered wil) fall 
On €arnings and in no wise impair the rela- 
tions of the banks to their depositors. It is 
mérely a tase of where the bank stockhold- 
ers may find the increment in their profits 
being temporarily absorbed. The old divi- 
dend rates will be maintained or increased, 
but the undivided profits and surplus ac- 
coumts will reflect the clearing up of the 
losses

OFFER MADE AT REUNION 


Over 200 Men and Women Are at 
Banquet Commemorating 
Historie Event. 
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. ‘Every man of the police department who | 


worked during the Haymarket riots and who 


has, been dismissed without discredit and | 
without a pension since that time will be re- | 


instated during my administration.”’ 


This declaration, made by Chief of Police | 
Shippy at last evening’s reunion of the men | 
who twenty-three years ago battled with the | 


anarchists, created unbounded enthusiasm 
The chief stated that some of his prede- 


cessors had not dealt kindly with the vet- | 


erans of that battle. He added: 
“I understand that some men with from

five to nineteen years’ service, who were | 


injured or who worked during the Haymar- 
ket riot, have been dismissed without a pen- 
sion. With the consent of the present city 
administrtation, I announce tonight that all 
of these men who were dismissed without 
discredit will be reinstated during my ad- 
ministration: 


Honor Is Due the Men. 

“The nation, honors its soldiers and Chi- 
cago must honor the men who fought for law 
and order at a time when the destiny of 
Chicago and the nation seemed trembling in 
the balance.” 

There were 250 men and women at the 
annual dinner given in a hall at Randolph 
and Halsted streets that overlooks the old 
Haymarket square. Of the 190 men who re- 
sponded to the riot call sixty-six have died.

In closing he proposed a toast to the 
fiftieth anniversary of the organization. 

Sergt. Freeman Steele acted as toastmaster. 
The hall was decorated with American flags 
and with one large flag that is the emblem 
of the organization. Following the speeches 
of the chief of the department and Mr. 
Walker brief addresses were mace by many 
of the police officers who had an active part 
in suppressing the anarchist uprising. 


FARMER, ILL IN HOSPITAL, 
INTERVIEWED BY OFFICERS. 


Winnebago Officials Convinced That 
William Riley Knew Nothing About 
the Murder of Mrs. Margaret Crippen. 


William Riley, a retired farmer of Winne- 
bago, Ill., now a patient in a Chicago hos- 
pital, was interviewed yesterday by officials 
of his home town, who had an impression 
that he might know of a clew to the mur-~ 
derer of Mrs. Margaret Grippen, an aged 
widow, who wae killed last week. Dr. I. O. 
Paul, Mayor Alexander Cross, and a police~ 
man of Winnebego, after a long talk with 
Riley, came to the conclusion that he knew 
nothing about. the cage. Riley lived within 
a few. blocks.of Mrs. Crippen’s house, and 
had known her for years, 

He came to Chicago last Friday for an 
operation by Dr. John M. Auld, which was 
performed the next day. When Dr. Paul and 
the policeman arrived Dr. Auld made them 
promise to pretend to be making a friendly 
call before he agreed to let the strangers see 
him. 

‘The rumor that I did anything to block 
the efforts of the Winnebago people is false,”’ 
said Dr. Auld. “I simply insisted that he 
should not be pestered with questions,. and 
was satisfied that he knew nothing except 
what he had read in the newspapers. His 
departure from Winnebago Friday morning 
Was meérely a coincidence. He had been ar- 
ranging to come here for some time.” 

* Riley knows nothing about the murder,” 
said Mayor Cross of Winnebago. “ He isa 
highly respected citizen of our home town, 
and we were merely seeking information. 
We are as much in the dark now as ever.”

Paulist Society Sends Singer’s Body to 
Parents Here. 


While trying to save a companion, Joseph 
R. Cronin, member of the Paulist Chorister 
society of St. Mary's church, which started 
on a week's tour of eastern cities on Monday, 
was killed by electricity at Niagara falls 
yesterday. 

The Rev. Father Finn, director of the chotr, 
sent a telegram to the boy’s father last 
night stating that Joseph had been killed 
while going to ‘the rescue of a companion, 
but not giving further details. 

Sixty members of the choir started in 
charge of Father Finn to climb a bank to 


The boy came in contact with an 
11,000 volt cable which had been strung tem- 
porarily. 


Pupil in St. Bernard’s School. 

Joseph was the 14 year old son of Charles 
C. Cronin, a contractor who lives at 6702 
Parnell avenue. He was a pupil in St. Ber- 
nard’s parochial schoo! and would have been 
staduated from the grammar school in June. 

He was to have taken one of the leading 
parts—king of the Danes—in the play “ Clon- 
tarf’s Plains,’ which the schoo! is to give at 
commencement time. He had been a mem- 
ber of the Chorister society two years. 

‘We received two postal cards from Joe 
this morning.” said Veronica, a sister, at the 
home in the afternoon. ‘“‘ He said they had 
reached Detroit, where they gave a cencert 
last night, He had expected to have so much 
pleasure from the trip. He took his camera 
slong’ to get picttres of the falls which he 
had seen before and thought so beautiful.”’ 

Body Sent to Chicago. 

Besides his parents Joseph left one brother 
and three sisters—Charles, Alma, Eleanor, 
and Veronica. 

The hoy’s body will arrive in Chicago this 
morning. Funeral services will be held in 
St. Bernard’s church tomorrow. 

The Chorister society party numbered 
about 125, including the choir boys and their 
friends. They left Chicago in a special train 
over the Michigan Central railway. Con- 
certs were to be given in Detroit, Buffalo. 
New York, Baltimore, and Washington. It 
was planned that President and Mrs. Taft 
would receive the choir. The concerts all 
were to be given in the interests of charity.

effort to head off possible legislation at this 
session of the legislature affecting the lia- 
bility of employers for injuries received by 
their employéa@’ the,Ilinois Manufacturers’ 
association today had introduced a bill for the 
establishment of a commission to study the 
European methods of dealing with this ques- 
tion and making appropriations for the com- 
mittee’s traveling expenses. 

The labor lobby is being importuned to ac- 
cept this as a compromise and not to urge any 
of the liability billg now in committee. One 
such bill, house bill 15, was reported out of 
the corporation committee last week, but 
Representative J. J. McLaughlin, chairman 
of the committee, did not hand it in unti] 
today, and it will not be on the calendar until 
tomorrow. 

The labor men are not willing at present 
to accept the commission plan as a substitute 
for the legislation they still hope to be able 
to get, but in the end may have to agree. 


Text of the Bill. 

The bill introduced today was as follows: 

** Whereas, It is believed that much of the 
friction between the employer and employés 
could be removed by the ena¢tment of laws 
defining the liability of employers for in- 
juries to employés and providing for fair 
compensation therefor to employés; 

** Whereas, Such laws have been in force 
in England, France, and Germany for a 
sufficient length of time to furnish knowledge 
of the workings of such laws; ; 

** And whereas, No laws of a like character 
have been in ferce in the United States whose 
results and workings would furnish a safe 
guide in new legislation of this character, and 
it is not fair either to the employé or em- 
ployer to enact new legislation without learn- 
ing the wiscom gathered by experience of 
those nations where such laws have been in- 
force; 


Makeup of Proposed Committee,

members of the state legislature, President 
James defended the University of Illinois be- 
fore the house appropriations committee this 
afternoon. 
In a still more emphatic fashion Mrs. Carrie 
Alexander of Belleville, a member of the 
board of university trustees, defended her- 
self against the charge of the Illinois Alumni 
association that her action in questioning 
some of the appropriations wanted by the 
university was “ traitorous.” 
In as polite a manner as possible Chairman 
Shanahan and various members of the ap-: 
propriations committee endeavored to make 
President James understand that they be- 
lieved the university wanted too much money 
ahd was not specific enough in sayang what 
it wanted it for. 
Mrs. Alexander, explaining that the alum- 
ni association had declared her to be a 
“traitor” before it knew the facts, said: 
“T leave it to you and to my constituents 
whether I am a traitor to the university. 
We are asking this year for salaries and 
maintenance $550,002 That is $100,000 per 
annum more than two years ago, $200,000 
more than four years ago, and $300,000 more 
than six years ago. 


Scores the Other Trustees. 

“We are not living from hand to mouth, 
as has been claimed. The controller's report 
shows that we. had $45,000 with which to 
begin the fiscal year. That does not indicate 
absolute poverty. None of the trustees will 
question a single item in the appropriation 
budget when it is submitted to them, aside 
from myself. 

“They all sit there like bumps on a log. I 
questioned President James how he could 
ask the legislature for am appropriation of 
$150,000 for a veterinary school which did 
not exist. He said that we could get the 
money and then have it when the school was 
started. 

“I asked him iff the appropriation made for 
this school last year would not lapse, and he 
said: ‘O,. no; we have that in our treasury.’ 
I asked him if any of it had been expended, 
and he said that $5,000 had been spent for 
nutrition experiments and $1,230 for his trip 
abroad. 

“ President James says that politics does 
not enter into the conduct of the university. 
That fs all he knows about ft. It is true that 
we do not make appointments because a man 
belongs to any particular religion or any par- 
ticular church, but it is also true that one of 
our best professors was discharged because 
he smoked in the presence of women in his 
laboratory. 


President James Defends Accounting. 
President James, in his talk, said that every 
cent appropriated to the university was ac- 
counted for anf that he could not get a 2 
cent postage stamp without the proper 
voucher. 
** We have larger, better, and cheaper builld- 
ings than any institution in the country,” he 
declared. He said that no institution was 
treer from illegitimateitnfiuences and that tz 
was a rule of the board that no relative of 
any person connected with the management 
of the university should receive an appoint- 
ment to any branch of its work. 
“Do politicians every ask you for appoint- 
ments?’ asked Mr. Shanahan. 
Mr. James admitted that no such requests 
were made. He explained that the increase in 
the request for the appropriation for salaries 
and running expenses was made in anticipa- 
tion of a large increase in the number of 
students and in anticipation of the Increased 
expense of operating two new buildings. 
Mr. Shanahan insisted that ths legislature 
had a right to know how much was wanted 
for salaries, how much for equipment, and 
how much for general expenses. Mr. James 
replied that the bills could be itemized in that 
way, but that separate appropriations would 
recuce the efficiency of the university. 


Bill to Limit Its Right to Dispose of 
~ Electric Power Sent to Third 
Reading. 


Springfield, Ill., May 4.—[Special.]—Repre- 
sentative Kleeman’s bill limiting the power 
of the Chicago sanitary district to dispose of 
its electrical power was sent to the third 
reading in the house today in spite of the 


The only amendments which were made to 
it were those submitted by Kleeman last 
week when it was considered on the second 
reading, and they, while they purport to give 


power which is not taken by the different mu- 
nicipalities and by the county, do not im- 
prove the bill in the opinion of its opponents.

The referendum bill provides: 

“That hereafter no ordinance passed by 
the city council of any city or the president 
and board of trustees of any vil as the 
case may be, which provides for or author- 
izes the issue of bonds or other obligations, 
except bonds to refund any existing bonded 
indebtedness, shall become operative, effec- 
tive, or valid untill such ordinance shall have 

submitted to the voters of any such 
city or village, as the case may be, at the 
next succeeding general or special election 
and approved by a majority of such voters 
voting on the question 

“Such ordinance shall be printed on a 
ballot which shall be separate and distinct 
from the ballot for candidates for office, stat- 
ing the amount of the bond issue provided 
for in such ordinance and the specific pur- 
pose or purposes for which such bonds or 
obligations are to be issued.” 

This bill also has gone to Mr. Gardner's 
committee and he now has control of the 
whole situation. If the referendum bill is 
passed by the legislature, the governor will 
be likely to sign the bond and revenue bills. 
If it be not passed he will be more than likely 
to veto them. 


CHICAGOANS IN CHARTER FIGHT. 

The big fight for the passage of the Chi- 
cago charter legislation at Springfield will be 
made next week. Between 200 and 300 of 
Chicago’s representative citizens, coming 
from all of the civic organizations of the city, 
will go to the state capital next Monday night 
and the main body expects to camp around 
the statehouse until a definite result has been 
achieved. 


Representative James M. Kittleman at 
Springfield and Ald. Milton J. Foreman, 
chairman of the Chicago charter convention, 
communicated by telephone yesterday. Mr. 
Kittleman gave the word that all arrange 
ments have been made for the senate and 
house charter committees to begin joint ses- 
sions next Tuesday morning and to keep con- 
tinuously at it pntil each committee has 
acted on aH of the proposed charter measures | 
which have been introduced at Springfield. 

** Next week is the time for the decisive 
battle,”” Representative Kittleman signaled 
from the capital, and forthwith Col. Foreman 
started on a roundup of all the friends of 
the charter legislation to enlist them for the 
Springfield campaign. 


Action by Union League. 

The Union League cluli took strong ground 
favorable to the charter bills and more es- 
pecially to charter bill No. 1, the consolidation 
bill. The committee which has been named 
by the Union League club met in the after- 
noon and made preparations to join the 
Springfield expedition of next Monday night.

“The news from Mr. Kittleman is favor- 
able,”” said Ald. Foreman, following his con- 
versation with the chairman of the house 
eharter committee. ‘‘ He tells me the pros- 
pect is good, provided that Chicago does its 
part in properly presenting its arguments to 
the members of the general assembly. We 
now are endeavoring to take to Springfield 
the most representative delegation of Chi- 
cago men which has ever gone down to the 
legislature in behalf of Chicago legislation.”’

One Indiana County Stays Wet, 
- While Two Vote to End All 
Rum Selling. 


Springfield Tll., May 4. jal. ]—Senator 


McKenzie today introduc 
the setting apart of the residential anti- 
saloon territory by a petition to the county 
judge. It provides that whenever the ma- 
jority of the legal voters in a contiguous and 
compact section of territory in a municipal- 
ity, containing no fewer than 800 voters nor 
more than 8,000, petition the county judg® 
that this section be made anti-saloon terri- 
tory, and if the judge determines the petition 
to be sufficient, the section shall be barred 
to saloons within thirty days thereafter. 

It is provided that no such territory shall 
contain any block in which one-half or more 
of the frontage is occupied by business houses 
other than saloons. 

After a brisk contest in the senate Senator 
Landes’ bill, which provides that saloon 
licenses all over the state shall be $1,000 a 
year and that $200 of this fee shall be paid 
to the county treasurer, was recalled from 
the third reading to the second reading for 
amendment. The Chicago members opposed 
the bill. 


Lincoln, Neb., Ousts Saloons. 
Lincoln, Neb., May 4—A “dry” capl- 
fal city for the next year was the ver- 
dict rendered in the municipal election today. 
The proposition to abolish the saloon car- 
ried by a majority placed at not less than 500 
and possibly as high as 700 in a total vote 
of nearly 9,000. The vote of today isa 
marked reversal of that of a year ago, when 
license carried by a majority of about 300.

PARIS, May 4—Premier Clemenceau has 
apparently taken the bit in his teeth and has 
decided to test the power of the government 
to put down the present “ syndicalist " move- 
ment, so far as it affects state employés, even 
if this invelves the precipitation of the 
threatened general strike. 

The recent gigantic strides of “ syndical- 
ism” and ite arrogant attitude, under the 
leadership of the General Federation of La- 
bor, menacing a general strike “for the 
emancipation of the proletariat,”’ has creat- 
ed something approaching a public panic. 


Prepares for General Strike. 

At Nice M. Clemenceau proclaimed the gov- 
ernment’s intention not to tolerate the right 
of its servants to strike, and as soon as he 
returned to Paris he began to elaborate prep- 
arations to meet a possible general strike. 

A regiment of trained telegraph operators 
was distributed among the wireless asta- | 
tiona established on the southern and east- 
ern frontiers to supplement the warships on 
the coast and to insure communication with 
the Eiffel tower. 

The various chambers of commerce were 
sounded with regard to cotperation with the 
postal service, and automobile dealers were 
asked the number of machines they could 
furnish to the government. Then suddenly, 
right and left, the suspension of the chief agi- 
tators began. Seventy-eight men were sus- 
pended in three days. 


Agitators Threaten a New Strike. 

The agitators retaliated by threatening a 
new striké, with the support of the general 
Federation of Labor, whose affiliated asso- 
clations, such as the railroad employés, rep- 
resenting 70,000, have in the last two days 
adopted resolutions of sympathy. 

At a meeting of 700 postal employés this

Real Estate Board. Favors Finance 
Features of Charter Bill No. 1. 


Bonds for $6,500,000 to Buy Water- | 
works Carry by Big Vote. 


Chicago's need of increased bonding power 
is to be impressed on. the state legislature by 
a showing that the per capita expense of the 
city government is less than that of any 
other city approaching it in size. 

That is the substance of the conclusions 
brought out by the compilation of figures by 
City Statistician Francis A. Eastman for 
the use of the council committee which will 
go to Springfield next week in support of the 
bond bills. 

The tables have been turned over to Ald. 
Bernard W. Snow, chairman of the finance 
committee, who! is one of the committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor Busse Monday night. 
They show that the expenditures of the mu- 
nicipality are less than half those of Boston 
‘and scarcely more than half those of New 
York, the population of the three cities being 
taken into account.

“The charter bill gives about double as 
much bonding power as the mayors’ bills. 
The consolidation of the various taxing 
bodies -contained in this bill is of vital im- 
portance to the interests of Chicago and it 
should be adopted. 

“The so-called bond bills do not appear to 
reduce the levy for south park purposes as 
in the case of other municipalities, nor do 
they cover the small park tax. 

“The levy for library tax, instead of being 
reduced, is increased tenfold.

House Already Swallowed Pill. 
Other senators were particularly interested 
in Mr. Dolliver’s exposition of the fantastic 
injustice of the rates on manufactured wool 
under the existing law, and as they will be re- 
enacted under the Aldrich bill unless the sen- 
ate takes action, because the house already 
has swallowed the whole schedule. Taking 
a pair of rubber boots.as a homely example

manufactures, he preached a sermon which 
many senators will be likely to remember. 
There is a section of the present law, which 
becomes section.378 of the Aldrich bill, which 


provides that “on clothing ready made, and. 


articles of wearing apparel of every descrip- 
tion, including shawis, whether knitted or 


woven, and knitted articles of every descrip-_ 


tion, made up or manufactured wholly or in 
part, felts not woven and not especially pro- 
vided for in this section, composed wholly or 
fin part of wool, the duty per pound shall be 
four times the duty imposed by this section 
on one pound of unwashed wool of the first 
class. and in addition thereto 60 per cent ad 
valorem.’ 


Wool Lining Makes Wool Boots. 

Laymen may be slow to understand that 
any article of wearing apparel which contains 
a@ mere scrap of wool in its composition. is 
assessed 44 cents a pound, not on the weight 
of the wool which may ‘be in.it; but on the 
total weight of the article itself. Then, in 


addition, it is subjected to the usual duty of. 


65 per cent of the foreign export value. Under 
this section, as Senator Dolliver explained -o 
the amusement of his colleagues, a pair'of 
rubber boots. which are lined always with 
wool or felt, first of all was assessed 44 cents 
@ pound on the theory that they are woolen 
manufactures and then 65 per cent ad valorem 
because they are wearing apparel.

Senator Dolliver’s brilliant epeech has 
opened the eyes of a great many senators 
and there is scarcely any doubt that it will 
contribute to a material lowering of: the 
Aldrich rates before the senate is through 
with the bill. 


ALDRICH HARASSES SPEAKER. 

Washington, D. Ciu-May 4.—During Senator 
Dolliver’s denunciation of the woolen sched- 
ules of thé Aldrich bill today Senator Aldrich 
repeatedly tried to interrupt-the Iowan. 

When Mr., Dolliver declared, as he sald, 
upon the authority of Mr. Aldrich, that the 
echedules of the pending bill were made by 
officers of the New York custom house and 
not by the committee on finance. Mr. Al- 
érich promptly denied that he had made a 
statement on which such an assertion could 
be based. When Mr. Dolliver reiterated Ns 
statement Mr. Aldrich again protested 
against what he declared was “ absolutely 
false."’ i 

Still declaring that the senator from Rhode 
Island had said that the officials had written 
the schedules. Mr. Aldrich a third timé arose 
to protest. He-.explained that what he had 
sald was that those officers, experts of the 
“government, had been tntrusted with the 
duty of calculating the amount of the specific 
duties imposed in place of the ad valorem 
rates, but he dented that he had turned over 
to them the making of the duties. 

After some searching of the Congressional 
Record, Mr. Dolliver read from Mr. Aldrich’s 
remarks and declared that his interpretation 
of those remarks was “* warranted by a man 
agitated in his feelings.” 

“I kncw he is agitated,” said Mr. Aldrich. 
looking over the chamber. and I trust I will 
not have occasion to allude to it.” 


Accused of “Guilty Conscience.” 

Paying no attention to this suggestion, 
Mr. Dolliver proceeded, referring to Mr. Al- 
drich's remark on a former occasion to the 
effect that he was ‘“ circulating false Dem- 
ocratic tariff rumors.’” His quotation of Mr. 
Aldrich’s remarks was again excepted to by 
the senator from Rhode Island, who declared 
that the Iowa senator was speaking ‘‘ from 
a guilty conscience.”’ Again the record was 
consulted, and when it was read Mr. Dolliver 
proceeded with his argument. 

Mr. Aldrich, interrupting to say something. 
about senators coming to him with samples 
of cotton goods; was sharply cut off by the 
genator from Iowa, who refused to yield for 
what he declared was intended to be an 
answer to an argument he had not yet made, 
and he declined to permit the senator from 
Rhode Island to complete his statement, say- 
ing he would not permit his remarks to ‘be 
gneeringly discredited in his own time. 

fWith strong voice the words of the Iowa 
genator resounded through the chamber. 
Quick of retort, he frequently provoked 
laughter. When Senator Warren undertook 
to give some information concerning the 
wool business, Mr. Dolliver. reptied that he 
had studied the woo! business “from the 
birth. of the lamb to the manufacture of a 
piece of cloth.”’ 


Directs Words to Aldrich. 


Addressing his remarks pointedly toward 
Mr. Aldrich. whom he faced, Mr. Dolliver 
criticised the targe duty prov in the 
pending bill on wool tops. Mr. Aldrich gave 
careful attention and frequently interrupted. 
Being reminded by Mr. Aldrich that he 
should not undertake to enter upon‘a denun- 
elation of the tariff making, Mr. Dolliver 
replied: . 

.“ This speech was not made without the ad- 

vice of practical men. I have taken occasion 
to put myself in connection with practical 
/ men, or I would not be here.”’ ; : oe 

Saying the senator from Rhode Island had

“Tf a transaction like that has made no 
impression upon the mind of congress, I ex- 
pose no secret in saying that it has made a 
profound impressioh on the thought and pur- 
poses of the American people. 


Must Lower Dingley Rates. 


“I repeat, therefore, what I said the other 
day, that the duty of this congress is to re- 
duce the margin of protection provided in 
the Dingley: rates wherever it can be done 
without substantial injury to the productive 
enterprises of this market place. 

“It is our special duty to take up those 
schedules which represent the largest invest- 
ments of protected capital and, at least, take 
out of them the rates that everywhere are 
known to be extravagant and unnecessary, 
which rise so far above the-level of our real 
industrial needs as to bring the policy of pro- 
tection into ridicule without doing anybody 
any.sort of good.” | 

With rugged words the Iowa senator, the 
friend and co-worker of Dingley. shattered 
the claims of Aldrich that Dingley had written 
the cotton schedules of the law that bears 
the Maine man’s name. Moreover Mr. Dol- 
liver called Mr. Aldrich’s reputation as a 
tariff expert ‘‘one of the mythologies of 
public life,” and said that he had to turn 
over to others the task of getting something 
specific and practical out of what, to him, 
was the “ mystifying cotton schedules.” 


Shows Protest from Dingley. 


“Tf I thought,’ said Mr. Dolliver, :‘‘ that 
the conscientious hand of Nelson Dingley 
had written with painful research the cotton 
schedule in the act of 1897, I would hesitate 


own mind to leok upon. it with the eye of sus- 
picion. But I have in my possession a letter 
of Gov. Dingley’s, found among the papers 
of one of my oldest friends, who assisted him 
in the work of the ways and means cgmmittee 
of 1897, in which the governor deprecates any 
increases in the cotton schedule because in 
his judgment the tendency of the rates ought 
to be down instead of up, and because the cot- 
ton manufacturers were in no position tocom- 
plain of the rates established by the Wilson 
law in view of the fact that they had written 
the schedule themselves. 

“Tt is even possible to’ comment adversely 
upon the cotton schedule as contained in the 
senate bill without impeaching the abilities 
of the senator from Rhode Island, because 
he has himself stated upon this floor that the 
amendments offered to the senate by the 
committee were not the work of the commit- 
tee. but every one of them made by persons 
connected ‘with the treasury department. It 
was, I have no doubt, a cruel revelation to 
some of his languid disciples to learn from 
the lips of the senator himself that in this cot- 
ton schedule the changes that were made do 
not represent the genius.of the man who en- 
joys in the mythology of our public life the 
reputation of being the greatest living expert 
upon the technicalities of cotton manu fac- 
ture. but that the senator from Rhode Island, 
mystified by the task set before him by his 
constituents of raising the table of these rates 
without touching them, turned the job over 
to the appraiser's office at New York, ! 
‘“*A curious proceeding this, and unless we 
can look into it without. fear and trenrbling 
we must ultimately rewrite our constitution 
so as to legalize this power of experts from 
the custom house to regulate commerce with 
foreign nations.” — 


People Finding Out Things. 

Mr. Dolliver admitted’ that the Democrats 
may have attacked the woolen duties, known 
as schedule K, before he did. He said that 
he might have defended with old fashioned 
weapons the high tariff, but said he had not 
ventured far into the arithmetic of the contro- 
versy “and,” he said, “that is one trouble 
with the present situation.” Hesaid the peo- 
ple have been finding out things and forcing 
public men to study more closely into the de- 
tails of masures promulgated.

ination of wool from the clothing, the bed- 
ding, and the miscellaneous furnishings of 
the modern household. : 

“Turning now to the duties on yarns and 
woven and knit fabrics of wool I desire to 
call the attention of the senate to the abuses 
which have grown: into the schedules, many 
of them without the knowledge or consent 
of the finance committee of the senate. The 
chief fault to be found with this schedule 
of the pending bill lies in the fact that it 
adopts a scale of dutiés twenty years old 
without the slightest effort to readjust them 
so as to mitigate the inequalities which they 
have imposed upon more than one depart- 
a of the woolen industry in the United 

ates.”’ 


Shows Attack of Expert. 


Mr. Dolliver attacked the “‘ wool compen- 
satory duty’ and quoted from the late Col. 
George C, Tichenor, the great tanif’ expert 
of the treasury department. Col. Tichenor’s 
ree yea gee was dated June 24, 1897, and 
said: 

“The manner in which the so-called ‘ wool 
compensatory duty’ is expressed in the dif- 
ferent paragraphs of the senate bill relat- 
ing to manufactures of wool ig cumbersome, 
confusing, and deceptive. It was employed 
for the first time in the tariff act of 1890, and, 
it was hoped, for the last time. The method 
of expressing the specific duty is lacking in 
symmetry, simplicity, and honesty. It is 
intended to convey the impression that the 
article contains a certain number of pounds 
of “ unwashed wool of the first class,” which, 
in fact, is not really accurate in any case 
and is wide of the truth in most instances.”’ 
Mr. Dolliver picked to pieces paragraphs 
876 and 377, dealing with woolen schedules 
of the proposed bill, showed them to be mys- 
tifying and called them “ blind bridle at- 
tachments on the working harnese of 
schedule K.”’ 


Not Same Kind of Goods. 


“You would naturally think,”’ he said, 
“that the second paragraph dealt with a 
different class of goods, but neither the ap- 
praisers at New York nor the statisticians 
here seem to think so. Theonly difference is 
that in the first section the goods must be 
mostly cotton, and under the second they are 
just as likely to be cotton as not; and when 
you come to understand that the lifelong 
promoters of this bungling legislation are 
just as deeply Interested in cotton ag they are 
in wood manufactures you can the more easi- 
ly understand the situation. ’ 

“If I had my way about it I would reduce 
some of these rates, and I would certainly, in 
view of the fact that the combined imports 
under both these provisions indicate only a 
small and precarious entry of such merchan- 
dise compared to its domestic production, 
at least strike out.these mischief4nak- 
ing provisos; or, if I left them in, I Would see 
to it that the goods, when they landed fn the 
classification of cloths made out of wool of 
the ‘first class, would encounter a‘ joker’ 
put in on behalf of the public, confining their . 
compensatory spécific to the weight of the 
wool contained in a pound of the cloth. 

**T desire now to speak of some of thé mor- 
bid and abnormal influences which have gon¢ 
out from schedule K to vitiate the tariff sys. 
tem of the United States. The high rates im- 
posed throughout the schedule have been pe- 
cullarly attractive to laborers in other de- 
partments of the textile vineyard, and it is 
easy to trace the movements of greed in more 
than one schedule framed to protect these 
industries. 


Others Use Wool Duties. 


‘Manufacturers in other textile depart- 
ments have been persistent in their efférts 
to get the advantage of the rates on woolen 
goods. Makers of silks, of cottons, and of 
furs, not satisfied with their own rates, have 
sought shelter among the slippery provisions 
of the wool tariff. We have already seen how 
hospitably the manufacturers of cotton have 
been received. It takes only a slight in- 
vestigation of the silk schedules to see how 
easily that product puts itself into partner- 
ship with the enterprise. 

“The. manufacturers of fur garments, not 
content to accept gratefully the modest 35 
per cent accorded them by the present law, 
have been able to secure here the increase of 
thelr rate to.S0iper cent, provided they con- 
tain wool. I do not know whether they are 
entitled to that or not, but I do know that 
they ought not to be allowed on account of 
the presence of wool in the lining or elsewhere 
in the garment to pass over to the wool 
echedule, where, in addition to the 60 per 
cent ad valorem, they wil enjoy a bogus com- 
pensatory of 44 cents per pound on the weight 
of the whole garment.

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INCOME TAX IN THE SENATE. 


Root and Borah Discuss Proposed 
Source of Income During Debate 
on the Tariff. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—Resuming his 
speech on the income tax amendment to the 
pénding tariff bill today, Senator Borah 
again referred to the legal status of the Pol- 
lock case in which the Supreme court of the 
United States decided that the tax was not 
constitutional. He combated the idea that 
the {famers of the constitution did not know 
what were direct taxes, as often had been 
contended. ; 

Mr. Borah contended that the principle of 
the income tax applies to the’ inheritance 
tax, which is either a tax on real estate or 
on the right to take real estate. If one was 
unconstitutfenal the other was equally so. 

He contended that the matter of the con- 
stitutionality of an income tax could well be 
resubmitted to the Supreme court of the 
United States, 

He said he placed the matter upon a higher 
plane thah that of raising a little revenue for 
the government during the next few years. 


Root Takes Up Measure. 

Mr. Root followed Mr. Borah, He submit- 
ted statistics to show the extent to which 
the wealth of the country is now taxed by 
states, counties, and municipalities. 

“It is not a fact,” said Mr. Root, “ that 
in this republic property does not bear a 
great proportion of the burden of taxation.” 

Mr. Root’ gave figures to show that the ad 
valorem taxes levied upon property are 
at the rate of about three-quarters of 1 per 
cent, which, he said, would be equivalent 
to the income tax of 15 per cent throughout 
the country... He said that in New York state 
real estate does not yield a net income of 
more than 8% to 4 per cent, so that he re- 
garded this tax as considerable. 

“Who, at last, pays this'real estate tax, 
the real estate owner or the renter?” asked 
Mr. Borah. !

HALO AROUND SUN, RARE HERE, 
DECLARED SIGN OF MORE RAIN. 


Superstitious Chicagoans Who See Co- 
rona Foresee Calamity, but Weather 
Man Predicts Storm. 


Chicagoans who took the trouble to look 
were more or less surprised to see a halo 
around the sun yesterday morning. It was 
not only distinct but it also displayed all the 
prismatic colors and many of those who saw 
it were convinced that it presaged a calamity. 
Prof. Cox, who manages the weather bureau 
for the United States government, declares 
the worst than can happen is more rain. 
Halos are rare in this latitude, although 
farther north they are frequent. 

“The halo is a local sign of rain,”’ said 
Prof. Cox. “It is caused by the sun’s rays 
shining through specula of ice, or what 
might better be described as thin clouds com- 
posed of small particles of ice which are 
flying high in the heavens. It simply indi- 
cates that there is moisture in the air. 

‘‘ The weather map at this time also indli- 
cates rain, and therefore the halo may be 
considered as corroboratory evidence. 
“The corona, or halo, which was seen in 
Chicago was pink on the side nearest the sun, 
but tapered off into a decided blue at the 
outer rim According to the records at the 
weather bureau it made a circle which meas- 
ured in diameter 21 degrees.”’

‘Cast on Lonely Isle in South Pacific, 
Then Tragic Flight.

Seattle, Wash., May 4.—(Special.]—Fred- 
erick K. Standish, a civil engineer of Bos- 
ton, and Adolph Von Messinger, son of a 
an aeroplane 
owned by the latter as a means of deliver- 


-ance from a shipwreck in the South Pacific, 


according to a story told by Standish today. 
The German perished. Standish, after a 
thrilling flight through the air, fell into the 
sea and was cast up alive. He arrived in 
Seattle today. 


Sequel to Tramp Ship Voyage. 

In the tramp ship Aphrodite Standish took 
passage for Sydney. On the forward deck 
was lashed the German's aeroplane. The 
Aphrodite sprung a leak and every one save 
the American and-German took to the Hfe- 
boats. 'The two passengers of the derelict 
kept it afloat and brought up the wreck on a 
small uninhabited island of the Solomon 
group, Standish and Von Messinger waded 
ashore, carried provisions, established a 
camp, and waited for a sailing vessel. 

“* But none came,’’ Standish said. “ At the 
end of a month none was sighted. Fearing 
we. were outside the course of all ships, we set 
about devising a plan of escape. The aero- 
plane suggested a means. After a week’s 
work the young German got the machine in 
satisfactory shape. We took aboard water, 
provisions, and boarded the machine It 
rose like a bird and steamed above the wafer 
several hundred yards and pointed in the di- 
rection we believed Australia lay. . 


Fate Seemed Against Then. 


“ Fate seemed against us. We had not been 
out long before a gale was blowing. We were 
whirled through the air at a terrific pace and

on an island. I let go and fell into the sea. 
Five minutes later I was thrown on the beach, 
bruised, battered, and utterly exhausted, but 
thankful.

Steamships Leave Chicago and 
South Chicago Ports with 
Full Complements. — 


‘STRIKERS ONLY LAUGH. 


Say-Crews Contain Lumberjacks 
‘Who ‘Are Seamen if Rab-- 
bits Are Astronomers.” 


A large fleet of steamers controlled by the 
Lake Carriers’ association, the largest since 
the beginning of the seamen’s strike, yester- 
day sailed from icago and South Chicago 
manned by no Two of the 
boats, the Shanpless and the German, owned 
Sullivan, local agent of the 
Pittsburg Steamship company and the Lake 
Carriers’ association, steamed out of harbor 
late in the afternoon with a full complement 
of men aboard, after their union crews had 
deserted them on their arrival] in Chicago. 

Only one boat, the Sharpless, sailed out of 
the Chicago river. Those that sailed from 
South Chicago are the C. O. Jenkins, James 
C. Wallace, W. R. Lynn, and the German. 
The nonunion crews boarded the steamers 
under police protection, both city policemen 
under the command of Inspector Lavin and 
the private police of the Lake Carriers’ asso- 
clation being on duty along all the docks. 


One Sails with/Union Crew. 

One boat sailed with a union crew aboard. 
The boat was the Chicago, a package freight- 
er of the Western line, which left from South 
Chicago. Only three boats arrived during 
the day, and all carried union crews. The 
employers declare they will ignore the strike, 
saying they can get all the able seamen they 
want. Officers of the association have opened 
a “ shipping " office at 100 Van Buren street, 
where “‘ seamen ”’ are recruited from among 
lodgers in Clark street and Van Buren street 
lodging houses. 


Drain Layers Sign Scale. 

The strike of 1,500 drain layers and helpers, 
who. walked out on April 15 in a demand for 
higher wages, was ended in’*’a compromise. 
At a meeting of a committee of the union and 
the master plumbers’ association an agree- 
ment running for three years was signed, at 
a raise from $3.75 to $4.10 a day for the jour- 
neymen, and from $2.85 to $3.10 a day for the 
helpers.

Treasury Finances. 
In discussing the improvement in treasury 
finances, the National City bank of New 


“Contrary to expectations expressed by 
some leading treasury officials as late as 
February the deficit indicated by them at 
that time as likely to be $135,000.000 for the 
fiscal year to end June 30 next, now bids fair 
to fall far below that figure. It will be re- 
called that the secretary of the treasury, on 
the basis of existing legislation, submitted to 
Congress at the beginning of the December 
session of 1908, figures showing a deficit for 
the fiscal year amounting to $114,000,000 and 
that an annual estimate of this kind is usu- 
ally near the mark, 

“Tnless the recent improvement in cus- 
toms is to be accounted for as a temporary 
advance in anticipation of new and higher 
rates on some articles under the proposed 
new tariff, it may be that the deficiency for 
the year will fall below the annua! estimate. 
There is some reason to believe that the im- 
provement noted is not temporary, but due 
in part to a favorable turn in business con- 
ditions.” 

The estimate is that the deficit for the fiscal 
year ending June 30 will be about $93,000,000. 


Great Western Reorganization. 

In a circular issued by John Muir & Co. 
there is the following bearing on the Chicago 
Great Western reorganization: 

“It is probable that the plan of reorganiza- 
tion will be officially announced within the 
next two weeks and that one of the most 
prominent banking houses in Wall street will 
‘have charge of the plan. There have been 
rumors of a hitch in the arrangements, but 
apparently they have no foundation other 
than an.attempt.on the part of some of the 
junior stockholders to compel the debenture 
and the preferred A stockholders to con- 
tribute a sum of money as well as the pre- 
ferred B and common stockholders. 

‘The statement that the assessments an- 
nounced would not be sufficient to meet the 
requirements of the reorganization probably 
is the basis for the rumor that the assess- 
ments on the preferred B and common stocks 
would be increased beyohd the 15 per cent. 
The best information indicates that there has 
not been any intention to do this.” 


United Boxboard and Paper. 

The final report of the reorganization com- 
mittee of the United Boxboard and Paper 
company will show that all but 1,500 shares 
out of 120,000 shares of preferred stock and 
‘4,000 shares of the 120,000 shares of the com- 
mon stock were deposited under the terms 
of the reorganization. 


A. Booth & Co. Values. 

Some statements concerning the value of 
the assets of A. Booth & Co. have appeared 
which are much at variance with the esti- 
mate placed on the company’s assets by the 
principal creditors. Certain members of the 
creditors’ committee are understood to have 
reached an estimate of $1,500,000 as covering 
the actual salable value of the concern, This 
is covered by a proposed issue of $1,500,000 
bonds, which will go to the creditors under 
the Valentine plan of reorganization. Mr. 
Valentine proposes to pay $1,000,000 in cash. 
which also will go to the creditors. No-part 
of this sum will be available for the conduct 
of the business of thecompany. Neither will 
the issue of bonds produce any fresh rev- 
enue. 

Following the bend issue, there will be 
$7,000,000 of stock. Of this, $2,000,000 will 
be preferred. If the company under the new 
management should be able to earn several 
hundred thousand dollars annually, there 
would be profits applicable to the preferred 
issue, but the value of the common fs much 
more problematic. 


Kansas City Southern.

HOGS. 


Most of the hogs on the market sold at an ad- 
vance of 5@10c over Monday’s best prices. The 
early market was the best, and during the opening 
hour there were several loads of swine disposed of 
at a full 10c gain, the moderate receipts of 11,000 
head, with a left over supply of only 4,000, being 
the chief bullish influence of the day. Shipping 
orders were fairly liberal, considering the lightness 
of the arrivals, and shippers and speculators were 
the principal buyers at the outset, both paying up 
to $7.45 for prime heavy butcher hogs. Shippers 
made up their quota of medium weight butchers 
at from $7.35@7.40 and paid $7.20@7.30 for choice 
light hogs. 

Packers rnieeded hogs, but they did not want to 
pay all of the advance established jy the early 
buyers, and they etaid out of the deal until sales- 
men offered their holdings at an appreciation of 
only 5c over the preceding day’s level. The killers 
were good buyers on this basis, paying $7.20@7.s0 
for mixed hogs and §7.35@7.40 for prime heavy 
packing and butcher grades.

8. STEEL BUYS 
BIG COAL MINE. 


“Property in Danville District 
_ Producing 3,000 Tons a Day 


Passes to the Trust. 


* a LITTLE VERMILION SOLD. 


Move in Campaign by Corpora- 


tion to Absorb Collieries in 
Illinois and Indiana. 


The United States Steel corporation, it be- 


came known yesterday, has acquired control 
of the Little Vermilion coal properties at 
Georgetown, Ill., in the heart of the rich 
Danville mining district. The mine is rated 
as having a capacity of 8,000 tons a day and is 
considered one of the best coal properties of 
the state. 

This as well as other recent purchases of 
‘= coal mines and measures in Illinois and In- 
Big *. @liana by the steel trust is ascribed to an in- 
tent to provide a practically inexhaustible 
supply of fuel for the great steel producing | 
plants of the corporation at Gary, Hammond, 
and South Chicago. 
= The condition of the coal market is said to 
ee have greatly aided the trust in the further- 
Se ance of thisdesign. LUlinois and Indiana coal 
ig selling at present at the lowest prices for 
years, and the slump in the business has been 
marked by the retirement of several of the 
smaller firms. ° 

The purchase of the Little Vermilion was 
made through the agency of the Bunsen Coal 
company, with offices in the Commercial! Na- 
tional Bank building, acting for the Illinois 
Steel company, which bought for its parent 
concern. 


Offer Is Promptly Taken. 


The proposition for the purchase of the 
mine was made three days ago by A. Cum- 
mings, representing the Bunsen Coal com- 
pany, which has offices in the Commercial 
National Bank building, and was at once ac- 
cepted by Col. L. T. Dockason, president of 
the Little Vermilion Coal company, which 
has its headquarters in the Old Colony 
building. 

In addition to this purchase, the Illinois 
Steel has secured valuable properties in and 
around the Danville district, in the neigh- 
borhood of the rich Clinton, Ind., coal fields, 
and is said to have purchased several thou- 
gand acres of coal lands in the southern dis- 
tricte of Indiana and Lllinois. 

It is pointed out that the increase of manu- 
facturing industries under the management 
of the United States Steel company at the 
foot of the lakes makes it absolutely neces- 
sary that the proper coal supply at the lowest 
possible rate be insured for thefuture. With 
this end in view it was declared the steel 
corporation had employed various means for 
its accomplishment. 


Overproduction of Coal. 


A prominent coal operator said to a TRIB- 
UNE reporter: 

“There is no question but that the manipu- 

_ lations of the steel trust are responsible in 
@ measure for the unsettled condition of the 
coal business, but other features must be 
considered. 

*‘ Illinois mined the last year about 40,000,- 
000 tons of coal. It has been mining that 
amount for several years. That is much in 

° excess of the consumption. Mine operators 
have known all through the year that, with 
closed factories and a certain amount of 
‘business depression, the consumption of coal 
in Illinois would not be as great as it was in 
the two years previous, but in the face of 
that knowledge they have gone ahead work- 
ing their mines to capacity. 

“The situation develops consequently that 
there is a surplus of coal on the market. 
Coal men are selling coal at ridiculously low 
prices. The Illinois Steel company is pur- 
chasing coal at a far lower rate than it ever 
purchased it before. Therefore it has be- 
come unprofitable to conduct a coal mining 
business. and wherever the smaller operators 
have had opportunity to sell they have em- 
braced it. 

“The steel corporation has taken ad- 
vantage of this situation and is securing title 
to the properties it desires.”’ 


Fireman Dies from Injuries.
